this evening. The delegation went into 
session early in the afternoon, and did 
not conclude its deliberations until five 
hours had passed. It was a remarkable 
meeting. 

Senator Hill, who came to Kansas 
City Sunday and from here went 4di- 
rect to Lincoln, and who carried with 
him a sincere and hopeful desire to se- 
cure a moderation of the silver deciara- 
tion and the nomination of a man for 
Vice-President who would be accept- 
able to the conservatives, was humil- 
lated in this caucus by the tender of 
the support of the delegation under 
most exasperating circumstances. 

On the word of one of the members 
of the delegation, Senator Hill rose and

I protest against such treatment, sir, 
and I decline the nomination.” 

Tonight Hill is said to be packing 
his grip for the earliest possible de- 
parture for New York, having declared 
that he will have no part in the pro- 
ceedings at convention hall. But Tam- 
many was not satisfied. The spirit of 
recklessness had seized the braves. 
They had been importuned to unite 
upon someone for Vice-President. They 
were charged with disloyalty in not 
being agreeable to the selection of a 
New York man. If Hill had accepted, 
the situation would have pleased 
Croker and his friends, they thinking 
Bryan and Hill would have gone down 
together. But failing on Hill, the dele- 
gation “united” on John Kellar, whose 
only political status is that he was

fonce editor of the now defunct New 


York Recorder, a Republican newspa- 
per, and was the originator of the 
“Cholly Knickerbocker” effusions that 
for a long time appeared in that pa- 
per. 

This selection is regarded as a ver- 
itable burlesque. It simply dazed the 
delegates and crowd generally. It 
means that New York does not want 
to be represented on the ticket, and has 
purposely advanced a man whose con- 
sideration is a joke and whose nom- 
ination is an impossibility. The dele- 
gation had too much respect for Mur- 
phy, Parker, Belmont, Van Wyck and 
McClellan to put them up for sacrifice, 
and was afraid to name Danforth or 
Suiser for fear that their man would 
be accepted. 

While the caucus was in progress all 
kinds of rumors were afloat. One was 
to the effect that Lewis T. Nixon, the 
ship-builder, was to be named, the 
breezy persumption being that Bryan 
wanted another shipman for a running 
mate. Then it was said that Croker 
had settled on George Fred Williams of 
Massachusetts, the Bryan of New Eng- 
land. But all rumors were of the same 
bent, that of tacit burlesque. 

The outcome, while in details a sur- 
prise, was, therefore, not entirely un- 
looked-for. The one thing that has 
distinguished this gathering in advance 
from that of any other national con- 
vention has been the strong current in 


sort of current is really novel, for in 
this instance it is in itself broad and 
swift enough to carry everything before 
it if there could be freedom of action. 
Meanwhile, the man who dictates what 
shall be done remains at Lincoln. He 
has declared emphatically that if there

But far more interesting than the 
formal business of the day has been 

_the growing intensity of feeling over 
the platform and the Vice-Presiden 
candidate. The most remerkablie fea- 
ture of the situation is the sudden shift 
of sentiment since yesterday, when the 
Gominating influence of Bryan was 
everywhere manifest, whereas today, 
many delegations took formal action 
against a specific 16-to-1 declaration, 
which is eupposed to be Bryan's sine 
qua non. 

The movement took form early in the 
day among some of the most influential 
men of the party, not through any 
spirit of opposition to Bryan, but be- 
cause they believed the overwhelming 
sense of the delegates was favorable 
to a simple reaffirmation of the Chi- 
cago platform, without a_ specific 
Geciaration for 16 to 1; that is a con- 
servative instead of a radical finan- 
clal platform. As explained by one of 
these, leaders, a man foremost in the 
counsels of the party: 

“We have nhothing authoritative be-. 
fore us showing that Mr. Bryan insists 
upon the 16-to-1 declaration. To be 
sure, there are reports and rumors, and 
the Nebraska delegates may or may 
not represent his views. The Platform 
Committee would doubtless yield io 
the expressed wishes of Mr. Bryan, but 
when the time comes the question will 
be asked, ‘Who says Bryan insists 
upon this, and show us the insister.’

KANSAS CITY, July 2.--The Pop- 
ulist National Committee met today.

REPORTS STILL COMING IN FROM 
UNCOUNTED PEOPLE. 


Although the work of the regular 
census enumerators was completed 
June 15, the inhabitants of this dis- 
trict have not all been counted, and 
reports still come in from those who 
were missed. And the number who 
were overlooked, in the city and out- 
side, is large, according to these re- 
ports. Special men were sent out 
to list those who complained that 
they had not been enumerated, and 
some of them were probably found, 
but it is believed that many who 
were not seen by the enumerators 
never made the fact known. In that 
event the final count will not show 
the entire population, which the of- 
ficial census is supposed to show, 

How so many people were over 
or ignored is not clear, but complaints 
have been received from all parts of 
the district. and they were numerous 
shortly after the regular staff of 
enumerators had concluded their 
labors. On Tuesday, June 19, The 
Times printed /sixteen such reports, 
one representing twelve families, 
others two or three families, and 
some only one person or family, but the 
total amounting to probably one hun- 
dred people; the next day there were 
twenty reports, one being from the 
proprietor of a hotel occupied by sixty 
people, several of neighborhoods or 
Streets that had not been visited, and 
many of families. Tke number of 
complaints that appeared thereafter in 
these columns were: June 21, 7: June 
22, 8; June 23, 2; June 24, 4; June 26, 
4; June 28, 6; June 29, 1; June 30, 6; 
July 1, 4. 

These came from people in the city 
alone, while there were more than a 
few from outside points, in this and 
other counties, sometimes from places 
where entire communities had been 
overlooked. The number of ople 
who were not seen would be difficult 
to estimate, because ‘frequently one 
citizen would report for a neighbor- 
hood, or several families; but there 
can be no doubt that it is large.

OZONE BLEACHING. 
PLANT FOR UTILIZING PROCESS 
INSTALLED IN SILESIA. 
[SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, June 26.—The use of 
ozone for bleaching has been rapidly 
extending in recent years, and a large 
electrical plant for the purpose of 
ozone application has been installed in 
Silesia. Hitherto the process has but 
too often proved a failure tn conse- | 
quence of the difficulty of producing 
ozone in sufficient quantity at a mod- 
erate price. It is said that if the new 
plant does what is expected of it, the 
adoption of the Pp 
bieaching wool, silk and cotton will 
follow’ on a large scale in this country.
